It 
will be generally recognised, 
however, that the peculiar situa- 
tion here demands the exercise 
of the greatest cireumspection 
fn tackling such a task. First of 
all. there is the origin of the 
conflagration. ‘Then arises the 
question of the action taken, to 
deal with it, Further there are 
several parties interested. It is 
far easier to set down on paper

[able measures for earrying it into| 
effect. And the greater the e-

ment. This is no insuperable 
bar to reconstruction; it merely 
demands the exercise of patience 
and of a more accurate apprecia- 
tion of the implications of the 
Japanese biunder of January 28.

Foreigners in Shanghai are 
practically-minded. They know 
the virtue of recognising the 
facts of a situation and adapting 
themselves to those facts.

leies ind by the employment of 
copious supplies of whitewash 
for covering Japanese actions, 
inked up with steadfast re- 
fusals to discover any merit 
either in Chinese grievances or 
Chinese arguments, the salva 
tion of Shanghai can be secured. 
The facile belief that the 
[Japanese naval authorities (with

tary policy were put forward 
and the Soviet Government was 
urged to strengthen its Eastern 
frontier defences. It was sug- 
gested, in characteristic fashion, 
that White Russians in Man: 
chuvia were being organised 
for the invasion .of Russ 
Special attention was drawn to a 
recent speech of the Commander 
of the Soviet Far Eastern Army 
at Harbarovsk asserting the pre- 
paredness of his forces to 
undertake the defence of the 
Russian Frontier against the

A SOURCE OF TROUBLE 
Apr. 5. 

When the refugees came into| 
the Settlement and the French 
Concession from various places 
outside, during the _ recent 
trouble, they created many pro- 
blems, some of which are and 
some ‘have to be solved. The 
houses left vacant in places. 
within the area of operations in| 
‘Chapei and elsewhere have pre- 








sented their landlords with a 
serious difficulty. Now that the 
tenants have returned the ques- 
tion arises whether rents should 
be collected in respect of the 
period of the evacuation. One 
big group of property owners 
yhas come to the conclusion that 
generally, with due regard to 
ithe circumstances of each 
individual case, allowances 
should be made for a limited 
joumber of days in February and 
March. In regard to the rents 
of houses in one area at least’ 
there has been a complete 
waiver for two months, provided 
arrears previous to those months. 
have been duly liquidated. This 
bold action has received the 
appreciation of the tenants. 
Refugees who game into the 
Settlement were not in every 
respect a liability, To many’ 
tenants of houses they became 2 
jsource of profit, In other words 
rooms were sub-let to them on 
terms which can be gently! 
described as advantageous to, 
the tenants-in-chief and less. 
jgently as exorbitant. Now the 
jsame tenants-in-chief are believ- 
Jed to be suggesting that, owing 
‘0 the general disturbance dur- 
ing February and March they: 
should be acquitted of the liabili- 
ty to pay rent to the landlords. 
The device of eating 

land having it could hardly be 
better outlined. It will at once] 
be recognised ‘that tenants of 
houses which had to be evacuat- 
ed owing to their location in the 
midst of warlike operations 
Jcome within a very different 
eategory from that of those 
renting houses in the Inter- 
national Settlement and _ the 
French Concession. Yet, judg- 
jing from reports received, this 
is exactly what some would-be 
exponents of public opinion are 
lendeavouring to refute. Lan 
lords as a body are considered to 
be fair game for a certain kind 
lof criticism. Sometimes they 
justify this attitude. At others 
they appear definitely to qualify 
if not for halos, then assuredly 
for membership of the depressed 
jelasses. During the’ recent 
trouble thousands of refugees 
squatted io offices and buildings 
‘and empty or half-erected blocks 
Jand no rent accrued therefrom 
to the owners of the property. 
In some instances however the 
jwatchmen levied a poll tax of 
their own invention on the 
helpless victims of disaster, with 
the result that those victims are 
now most reluctant to abandon 
privileges for which they believe, 
not without cause, they have 
duly paid but for which the real 
dispensers received no payment 
whatever, 


This state of things has its 
ironic side in itg illustration of 
ithe readiness of humanity to 
profit from the distress of othe 
Its serious side is far more in 
need of attention. It would ap- 
pear that the street unions are 
being pressed by irresponsible 
mentors to make a general appeal 
for non-payment of rents, re- 
jgardless of the considerations 
to which references has been 
briefly mate. This would be 

upon as _ intolerable 
Shanghai has  suf- 
fered heavily in the stagnation 
of trade loss of business, un- 
employment and other material 
damage, through the recent dis- 
turbance. Efforts have been 
made to iessen the burden so far 
‘as it falls on the shoulders of 
those imperfectly equipped to 
bear it.

ment into office and heavily safe- 
fruarded power and of footing 
the bill. When the call came 
for the British nation to set its 
financial house in order, it was 
the “Little Man” who provided 
the backbone of national deter- 
mination. He appreciated the 
leadership which the National 
Government was prepared to 
ive.

As the fifth great- 
est trading nation, Canada has 
inevitably suffered from the 
economic depression that has 
swept the whole world during the 
last two years. Her external 
trade bears so high a proportion 
to her total production that the 
general decline in international 
trade has come in the nature of 
a serious chock on the growth of 
80 young and vigorous a coun- 





‘The three great industries of 
Canada as measured by value 
of production are agriculture, 
forestry, and mining: of these 
the first named is of primary. 
importance. Canada derives 
about one quarter of her total 
wealth from agriculture, and it 
provides roughly one half of her 
national export trade. ‘The cou 
try is rich in climate and soil 
facilities which produce a wide 
variety of farm products. Fores- 
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try has suffered from the gen- 
Jeral: depression, and exports in 
{this branch of ‘production show 
ja marked decline during 1931. 
The great mineral industry of 
Canada has been less affected, 
Jand Canada can now legitima 
ly claim to be the second largest 
producer of gold in the world. 
With reyard to the East, Canada 

extending her markets, In 
ugust, 1981, the Canadian 
Government established two new 
trading offices in the Far East;

It} 
shows itself in the good lady in 
the small village who refuses to| 
believe in the medical skill of! 
the local practitioner because:

These ideas are more fool- 
fsh than harmful, but, there 
is a good deal of ‘real damage 
done, especially in the facile 
‘expression of opinions regarding 
surgical operations.
